satisfied that a real need exists. In such casos

BYELAWS. 
Definition : 

1. In those Byelaws the term " Cycle 
Rickshaw " means a Ricksh : w attached to al 
cycle with three pneumatic cyle wheels which 
is propelled with a chain and peddle in the 
manner of a bicycle . 

2 . No Cycle Rickshaw shall be let for hire 
or taken to ply on or offered for hire within 
the liruits of tho Delhi Municipal Committee 
except under a license granted in that behalf 
in accordance with these Byc -laws by the 
Hackney Carriuge Sub -Committee or the Sec 
retary , Delhi Municipal Committee and sign 
ed by the Secretary of the Municipal Commit 
tee or an Assistant Secretary , 
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3 . A fee of Rs. 12 per annuin shall be charg 
ed by the Committee for each such licence . 

" In case an application for the renewal of 
u licence is made after an expiry of the licence 
an additional fee at the following rate shall 
be charged -

4 . A licence granted under these bye lawn 
shall ( xpire ou the 30th of June next following 
the date of issue. No licence shall be transferr 
ed except with the permission of the licensing 
Authority . 

5 . Whon any licensed Cycle Rickshaw is 
transferred to a new proprietor during the 
currency of a licenco the nume of such proprie 
tor shall be reported in writing to the Munici 
pal Committee by the Licence holder and shall 
he substituted ju tlies licence in place of the 
former licence holder. When any application 
for trangler is given after 10 days of such trans 
for a fee of Re, I will be charge for mutation 

6 . Each licence shall bear a serial number 
wliich will he quoted in all matter relating to 
its impounding , renewal, trausfer or suspension . 

7. Titcry holder of a licence or any person for 
tle time bojus incharge of a licensed Cycle Rick 
shaw shull produce for jaspertion the Licence and 
also the land of fares Lerein prescribed whenever 
required to do so liy the person hiring or ili 
tending to hire the Cycle Rickshaw or the Sce 
friary of the Municipal Comunittee or any per 
skin or persons authorised by him in writing or 
by any police obicer or a magistrato or UV 
Municipal Commissioner. 

8 . No proprielor of a licensed cyle rickshaw 
or person for the time bring incharge of such 
Cycle rickshaw shall permit it to be drawn or 
propelled y un inlicensed person propelling 
the cycle Rickshaw or permit nuore persous or 
load to be carried in suck cyle Rickshaw that 
perniitten by these bye-laws.

( 9 ) Properly painted in black . 
12 . Every proprietor of a licensed Cycle 
Rickshaw or any person for the time being 
incharge of such cycle Rickshaw shall produce 
the same for an annual ingpoction on such day 
and time and at such place as may be notifi 
ed by the Secretary , Delhi Municipal Commit 
tee . 

13 . On such inspection or at any other time, 
it shall be lawful to cancel the licence of the 
Cycle Rickshaw if it is deenied mult to re 
main license ). 

14 . Not wore thun 2 persons shall be carried 
in a ( ycle Rickshaw . Two children under 1 _ 
years of age shall be counted as one person . 

15 . Property left in a licensed Cycle Rick 
shaw by the proprietor 1 person (Il piersons 
engaged in pedalling or propelling or inchurg :

( c ) that he possesses a good physique, is i 
good health and is not less than 21 years of 
age, and has not been convicted of any offence 
involving moral degradation , 

( f ) that the owner of the Cycle Rickshaw ior 
which he applies for a licence is propared t . 
stand gurely for his good conduct and under 
takes to produce him when called upon by the 
licousing authority to do 80 . 

18 . There shall be attached to each licence of 
a Cycle Rickshaw propeller in such a manner 
as the Hackney Carriage Sub -Committee may 
prescribo :-- - 

(a ) A photograph provided by the Com 
mittee of the person propelling the cycle 
Rickshaw . 

( 1 ) his left thumb mark .

7. Shall not when hired by time desert froin 
the hiring before dischargiug huis hirer . 

8 . Shall not demand more than ten maxi 
mum fare permissible . 

9 . Shall not knowingly carry in a Cyclo 
Rickshaw any person suffering from conta 
gious or infectious disease. 

10 . Shall attend at the Town Hall is persou 
whenever order to do so by the Secretary of 
Muuicipal Committee or any othe : vilicias 
including the Municipal Lackney Carriage 
Inspector in order to answer any complain . 
or charge or other lawful business in connec 
tion with his Cycle Rickshaw . 

11, Shall not when propelling a Cycle Kıç . 
shaw pass a terminal tax collecting station 
without stopping and reporting himself to 
the clerk incharge there and shall not move 
the vehicle from the said post unless llc clerk 
incharge hus had an opportunity to assess 
and collect Terminal Tax on goods if any 
carried by it. 

26 . Any licence may be suspendod or revoked 
for the breach of any of these rules ustno 
authority permitted to grant the licence . 

27 . If a Cycle Rickshaw of which the licence 
has been suspended or which has not been 
licenged or of which the propeller has not 
obtained the licence is found plying for hire, the 
Secretary or such person or persons 28 aro 
authorised by him in this bobull shall be 
authorised to impound the vehicle pending the 
disposal of the case or issue of the licence or 
other contingencies arising therefrom . 

28 . In the absence of any private agreement 
to the contrary the fares fixed by the Huckney 
Carriage Sub-Committee shall be charged . A 
printed schedule of such rates suitably framed 
shall be exhibited at a conspicious place on 
every licensed ( ycle Rickshaw . 

28. ( 1 ) No licensed Rickshaw shall park any 
where except in places specified by the Com 
mittee for this purpose.

The uniform of the persons propelling 
Cycle Rickshaws shall be clean and they shall 
wear Khaki coloured uniform consisting of the 
coat, trousers , and a car only between 1st 
April to 30th October a cloan Khaki shirt and 
shorts will be permissible . 
25. The Propeller --

care and attention and observe all the rules 
of the road . 

2 . Shall keep the lamp properly lighted 
during lighting time hour. 

3. Shall not prunel while intoxicated or 
make use of insulting, abusive or obsceno 
language, or wilfully obstruct or hinder the 
puller or propeller of any other vehicle in 
taking up or setting down any person or 
wrongfully prevent or endeavour to present 
the puller or propeller of any other vehicle 
from being hired . 

4 . Shall not disobey any direction of any 
Police Officer for the regulation of tramc or 
the control of Cycle Rickshaws on Ricksbaw 
stands. 
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29. Secretary Delhi Municipal Committee shall 
be authorised to launch prosecution for brcach 
of these bye -laws through Municipal Prosecu 
tor or Municipal Counsel, provided that the 
Hrekney Carriage Sub -Committee or the Sec 

werp oinmittaaminen 
retary of the Municipal Committee on applica 
tion of the offender may compound the offence 
on such terms as the sub committee or the Sec . 
retary may consider reasonable . 

30 . The Committee shall from time to time for 
the maximum number of cycle rickshaws that 
may be authorised to ply for hire within the 
limits of the Delhi Municipal ( ommittee . 

PENALTY. 
31. A breach of any of these provisions of 
these bye-laws shall be punishnbla with fine 
which may extend to Afty rulees, and when 
the breach in a continuing breach with a further 
fine which may extend to five rupees for every 
day after the first during which the breach 
continues .

BYELAWS 
1. Preliminary . These Byelaws shall be cited 
as the Mahrauli Notifled Area Committee s 
Advertisement Byolaws. 

2 . Definitions . In these byelaws unless there 
is some thing repugnant in the subject or con 
text : 

( a ) " Act " means the Punjab Municipal 
Act, 1911 . 

( b ) “ Advertisement ” includes a bill , 
poster , overy kind of notice and trade adver 
tisements but does not include poster or 
notices announcing public meetings or proces 
sions .

In exercise of tho puwers conferred hy Şec 
tions 6 , 9 , and 11 of the Legal Practitioners 
Act, 1879, the following rules relating to the 
duties of Pleaders and glukhtars and the sus 
pension and dismissal of such persons have boeu 
franied by the High Court of Judicature at 
Lahore and are published for general infor 
mation . 

I. Dutics of Pleadcrs and Mukhtars, 
" Where any Pleader or Mukhtar receives 
any money from his client, he must furnish 
him with a statement of accounts , with receipts , 
where these can be obtained, for all sums 
of money above Rs . 5 disbursed on his behalf . 
A pleader of Mukhtar shall be responsible for 
seeing that receipts are furnished to a client 
for all suns of money received by himself or 
by his clerk on his behalf," 
II. The suspension and Dismissal of Pleaders 

and Mukhtars. 
1 . A pleader or Mukhtar adjudged insolvent 
shall be liable to suspension until such time 
as he is discharged whether conditionally or not, 
or until the order of adjudication is annullod . 

Any Cowt yubordinate to the High Court ad 
judginy a ploader or Mukhtar to be insolvent 
shall forthwill send a copy of its order to the 
Registrar who shall cause it to be laid with 
the least possible delay before a Judge in 
Chambory . The Judge shall fix a date for 
which notice shall issue to the Pleader or Mukh 
tar to appear and show cause why he should 
not be suspended until such time as ho is dis 
charged , or the order of adjudication is an 
nulled . 

On the date fixed the Judge in Chambers 
shall, after hearing ihe Pleader or Mukhtar 
in person or his counsel or if he does not appear, 
although served and is not represented by 
wounsel, in his absence, press orders suspending 
the pleader or Mukhtar until such time as he 


is discharged whether conditionally or not, or 
until the order of adjudication is annulled , 
unless for good and suflicient reasons to be 
recorded in writing he considers it necessary 
not to suspend him . 

NOTE .- The Pleader or Mukhtar must satisfy 
the Judge that his insolvency is not due to any 
cause which affects his suitability to practise 
as a legal practitioner . 

2 . When any criminal court subordinate to 
the High Court convicts a Pleader or Mukhtar 
of any offence , it shall fortbwith report the 
fact and transmit a copy of its judgment to the 
High Court . 

3 . When a report and copy of a judgment are 
received under Rule 2 , the Registrar shall cause 
them to be laid with the least possible delay , 
before a Bench of two Judges of the Court . 
The Bench may make such preliminary en . 
quiry as it considers necessary , and , if it is of 
opinion that a prima ſucie case is rare out for 
taking action against the Pleader or Dukhtar, 
shall pass an order directing that the case be 
heard by a Bench of three Judges and shall 
Call upon the Advorate General to araw up a 
Statement of Charges against the Pleader or 
Mukhtar . When passing such order , the 
Bench may also suspend the Pleader or Mukh 
far from practice pending the decision of 
disciplinary proceedings against him . 

If tho Bench is of opinion that there is no 
ground for taking dise plinary action against 
the Pleador or Mukht:ir , its decision shall be 
final . 

4. An enquiry under søction 13 of the Legal 
Practitioners Act 1879 , into the conduct of the 
Pleader or Mukhtar may he held before the 
IIigh Court or before any subordinate court 
appointed by the High Court to holil it and to 
report to the High Court .
